Why, it had all the earmarks of a 
-county convention! 
There were Re­ 
publicans, big and 
little, 
tall and 
short, thin and portly 
and in fact 
every shape and size at the Rushville 
townshij) m88tlng today. 
Old Gener­ 
al Apathy was outeed to the tall grass 
and as much enthusiasm as was ever 
shown at a similar meeting marked the 
occasion today. 
And this, 
too, in 
spite of a steady downpour of rain 
throughout the entire day. 
The meeting was held in the assem­ 
bly room at the court house and even 
with the long spacious corridors, the 
people jammed and crowded each other, 
there being just enough room left to 
swing a gavel. 
Oity Chairman T. A. Coleman presi­ 
ded and City Secretary T. M, Grenlee 
■was behind the ink well. 
Mr. Greenlee presented an order of 
business which was accepted. 
A. L. 
Gary was selected as permanent cha ir­ 
man. 
It. was a happy choice for such 
a man, strong in voice and strong in 
build, 
was needed 
for 
the 
noisy 
convention. 
Clell Maple, T. A. Cole­ 
man and Newby Newhouse w’ere a p­ 
pointed assistant secretaries. 
On motion of Grant Gregg, nomina ­ 
ting speeches were dispensed with, 
and every voter pledged himself to 
support the nominee of township trus­ 
tee, which was the first matter on the 
program. 
The names of B. W. Riley, Rich J . 
Wilson, J . Vincent Young and T. 
E. 
<3regg 
were presented. 
The 
ballot 
resulted in the following vote: Gregg 
173; Riley 106; Young 92; and Wilson 
40. 
While the ballots were being count­ 
ed, A. 8. Armstrong, being the only 
candidate for township assessor, he 
was nominated by acclamation. 
The names of Frank Green, Frank 
Buell, Ab Denning and Will Coleman 
were 
presented 
for 
candidates 
as 
delega tes to the congessional conven­ 
tion. 
The second ballot for trustee showed 
the 
following 
result; Gregg 
220; 
Riley 
163; ^Wilson 
28; 
Young 64. 
Young 
and Wilson then withdrew. 
A third ballot was then prepared and 
a nd but two ofjthe old J warriors .faced 
each other in the final struggle for 
victory. 
The vote for State delegates was 
then'ta ken up and resulted as follows: 
Albert Winship 289, ; A. L. 
Stewart 
219; 
Dr. F. M. Sparks 174; Frank 
Reynolds 209. 
Total vote 891. 
The 
two former were then declared the 
delega tes and the later two alternates. 
Grant Miller and Richard Fleehart 
were unanimously elected delegates to 
the 
J oint-Senatorial 
econvention. 
Elmer Hungerford and J oseph L. Cow­ 
ing were selected as alternates. 
D. O. Buell ana Carl V. Nipp were 
« elected as delegates to the judicia l 
convention. 
T. A. Coleman and Mel­ 
vin Moor were the choice of the con­ 
vention for alternates. 
Fred A. Capp uncorked the greatest 
enthusiasm of the meeting when he 
arose and sa id: “ Let it be the sense of 
this convention that every Republican 
present is for our fellow townsman, 
the Hon. J ames E. 
Watson.’* 
This 
was followed by loud and long cheer­ 
ing. 
- 
The last ballot cast for township 
trustee 
showed the closest passible 
condition in a race. 
Gregg received 
* 226 votes and Riley 225. 
Both spoke 
briefly; Riley 
moving that Gregg’s 
nomina tion be made unanimous. 
In the race for Congressional dele­ 
gates the vote summed up was as fol­ 
lows: Frank Green 360; Frank Buell 
274; Ab Denning ¡¡144 and Will Cole­ 
m a n*^. 
The first two were declared 
delegates and the latter two 
a lter­ 
nates.

Prayer M cating Topic For the W eak 
Be ginning Feb. 16, 19C3. 
B y REV. S. H. DOYLE. 
Topic.—M inistering to prisoners and the 
poor.— M att, xxv, 31-36. 
In this wonderful description that 
Christ has given us of the day when 
God shall judge the world and the 
practical basis upon which judgm ent 
shall be based He gives us a list of the 
classes of people tow ard whom Chris­ 
tian sym pathy and benevolence should 
be exercised. 
In this list we find not 
only the “strangers and the sick ,“ but 
also “prisoners and the poor.“ 
“ I was 
in prison, and ye came unto me.” 
“I 
w as hungry, and ye fed Me; thirsty, 
and ye gave me drink .” The prisoners 
behind the bars and the starving and 
thirsty poor are to be objects of our in­ 
terest and consideration. That the poor 
should be is a most natural thing, but 
the M aster took an advanced step in 
phllanthrophy when He declared that 
a visit to an Imprisoned criminal was a 
visit to Him. But this Is only another 
Illustration of the broad mission of 
Christ into the world. 
Paganism took no benevolent interest 
in those whom the state hod debarred 
of their liberty for crimes against an 
individual or society, but Christ had 
sym pathy for all men. 
lie Himself 
w as once a prisoner, though falsely ac­ 
cused. 
He was even condemned and 
executed. 
He died between two male­ 
factors and saved the soul of one of 
them. 
His apostles and many of IIis 
saints have k nown what it was to en­ 
dure the weariness and hardships of 
prison life. 
Remembering His words 
and these things, our sympathy and 
aid are to be extended toward prison­ 
ers as well as the poor. 
W hat young people can do for pris­ 
oners is a most perplexing problem. 
There is one comfort in the fact that 
prison life today is not w hat it has 
been in days gone by. 
Philanthropic 
societies, either Christian or inspired 
by a Christian spirit, have done much 
to alleviate the sufferings and barba­ 
rous treatm ent that characterized a 
prisoner’s life in the centuries gone by. 
This work is still progressing. 
The 
state itself is realizing more and more 
that Imprisonment should be exercised 
with mercy as well as justice. Society 
m ust protect itself against law break ­ 
ers, but In doing so It is !>eing recog­ 
nized that reformation as well as pun­ 
ishm ent must be k ept in mind. 
If 
not the man who leaves the prison 
door has become only a more danger 
ous foe to society and the state. 
In 
most of our prisons there are first 
class libraries, and daily papers are 
admitted. 
Religious services are con­ 
ducted regularly, and some have chap­ 
lains. 
In a num ber of our prisons 
Christian 
Endeavor 
societies 
have 
been organized, 
and 
the hearts of 
m any of these unfortunates in prisons 
and in jails have been cheered by 
Christian Endeavor services. 
The av­ 
erage Christian tnd e a vore r lias little 
opportunity for this work , but there 
is one thing all can do, and that Is to 
pray for the salvation of those im­ 
prisoned. 
Christ heard the prayer of 
the dying thief for himself, and He 
can and will hear our prayers 
in be­ 
half of modern malefactors. 
Christian 
benevoleuce 
toward 
the 
poor Is unlimited for w ant of oppor­ 
tunity. 
“The poor we have always 
with tie.” 
There is possibly no Chris 
tiau Endeavor 
. society that lurs not 
some opportunity to care for the poor. 
Sometimes they are God’s poor, and 
sometimes they consist of those who 
through their own faults have brought 
poverty upon them. 
But these ques­ 
tions should not concern us. 
We serve 
in Christ’s name and for Ills sak e. 
Is any one in need? 
Can I help him? 
If so the duty rests upon us to do it. 
Let us remember also that our benev­ 
olences will not save us. 
We worjt for 
Christ because we are saved and not 
to be saved. 
On this foundation only 
rests true Christian charity, such as 
will briug His welcome plaudit, “Well 
done."

Life is one of the great topics of this 
( gospel, and it is very manifestly the 
topic of this lesson, for three times we 
have the saying, “Thy . son liveth” 
(verses 50, 51, 53). 
In Him was life, 
eternal life, made manifest, and He 
came that we might have life and have 
it more abundantly (John I, 4; x, 10; 
I John 1, 2). 
lie that hath the Son hath 
life, and there is no life apart from 
Illm. 
This life is for the body as well 
as the soul, for in due time, at the 
resurrection of the just, all the re­ 
deemed shall have immortal, incorrup­ 
tible bodies lik e the glorified body of 
our Lord (Phil, ill, 20, 21; I Cor. xv,51). 
Meantime as temples of the Holy 
Ghost we may k now His power in 
quick ehing these mortal bodies far be­ 
yond that which the majority seem to 
believe, yet if he sees fit to permit in­ 
firmities and thorns in the flesh, to 
continue even though we are, as far as 
we k now, fully yielded to Him, it must 
be that greater honor shall be brought 
to Him and greater blessing for time 
and eternity to us. 
There are some of us to whom the 
expression “after two days” or “the 
third day” (verse 43, chapter ii, 1) 
seems always to point the resurrection 
and the k ingdom and to suggest the 
things that shall then be. 
Compare 
Gen. xxii, 4; Hos. vi, 2; Luk e xiii, 32, 
and other passages. 
The Galileans, having seen Ills won­ 
drous work s at Jerusalem , welcomed 
Him to Galilee, but after Ills resurrec­ 
tion He said, ‘‘Blessed are they that 
have not seen and yet have believed” 
(chapter xx, 29). 
Peter said to those 
to whom he wrote, “ Whom, having not 
seen, ye love; in whom, though now ye 
see Him not, yet believing, ye rejoice 
with joy unspeak able and full of glory 
(I Pet. I, 8). 
Jesus returned to Cana, where He 
had made the w ater wine and mani­ 
fested forth Ills glory, and we would 
lik e to k now with whom He sojourned. 
W as it with those whom He had hon­ 
ored, with Ills presence at the marriage 
or with Nathanael? 
Who were the 
happy ones privileged to have Him in 
their home? 
We cannot tell, but this 
we k now, tha t we e*n have Him dwell 
in us continually (John xlv, 23; II Cor. 
vl, 16; Rev. ill, 20). 
In the family of a certain nobleman 
at Capernaum there was anything but 
comfort, for a beloved son was sick , 
even at the point of death. The father 
had somehow heard of Jesus, and he 
went himself to Cana to bring Jesus 
back with him to heal his sou. 
Sick ­ 
ness of the body is much more of a 
reality to most people than the sick ­ 
ness of sin in the soul, but to our Lord 
the sin sick ness is the worst. 
When 
the man w as brought by his friends 
and let down through the roof into 
Jesus* presence, He first healed the soul 
and then his l» ody. 
A wholg body con­ 
taining an unsaved soul Is on its way 
to the perishing of both soul and body 
In hell (Matt, x, 28), but a saved soul 
In any k ind of a bodv¿ even that of a 


leper, insures a perfectly whole body 
in due time (John 
v i, 39, 4 0 ). 
The Saviour tested him a# to wheth­ 
er he needed a sign to mak e him be­ 
lieve, but the father has only one cry, 
“Sir, come down, ere my child die” 
(verse 49). 
When we have just one 
great burden on our hearts, our prayer 
is very apt to be prevailing prayer. 
Consider the “one thing” of Ps. xxvil, 
4; Phil, iii, 13, and see the persistency 
and victory of the woman of Matt, xv, 
21-28. 
W ithout going with the man 
Jesus said to him, “Go thy way; thy 
son liveth” (verse 50), and the man 
ceased his importunity, and, believing 
the word that Jesns had spok en, he 
w ent his way (verse 50). 
The case is 
not unlik e that of the centurion of 
Capernaum, who also was quite con­ 
tent with a word from Jesus. Possibly 
this father and the centurion were 
friends. 
The communication of our 
faith becomes effectual by our ac­ 
k nowledging what he has done for us 
(Philemon 6), and when we have seen 
for ourselves something of His power, 
“We cannot but speak 
the 
things 
which we have seen and beard” (Acts 
iv, 20). 
It was on the next day that 
the father reached home, and the serv­ 
ants met him with the good news, nud 
on comparing notes they found that 
Just at the time when Jesns said the 
word the fever left the boy—7 a. m. or 
p. m. on the preceding day. 
He Is al­ 
ways the same aud no respecter of 
persons. W here is our faith? 
This man beHeved, and ills wbole 
house. 
Is there some power manifest 
that affects the household? 
Ilew sim­ 
ple it seems! 
One who is worthy of 
most absolute confidence speak s, and 
we believe w hat He says and act ac­ 
cordingly, for “H ath lie said, and shall 
lie not do it? or, hath n e spok en, and 
shall He not mak e it good?” (Num. 
xxiii, 19). However unlik ely the thing 
may seem, it m atters not. We must say 
as Paul did in the storm at sea, “I be­ 
lieve God that it shall be even as It was 
told me” (Acts xxvil, 25). 
Tak e the 
following words as Samples and, sim­ 
ply believing, see the result; John 1, 12, 
a child of God; iii, 10, hath everlasting 
life and shall never perish; I John ii, 
12, all sins forgiven; Isa. xliii, 25, shall 
never be remembered; Isa. xll, 13, held 
by the right hand; I John iii, 1, 2, shall 
be lik e Him; R e/, iii, 21. shall sit on 
His throne; Rom. xv, 13, filled with joy 
and pence in believing.

Rev. W . H. Boocock of Bayonne, After 
Soul Stirrin g Experience, S a y s P re s­ 
ent Church Is Dying, Choked by Old 
Form s— C h ristian ity to Be Reborn. 


Having passed through a nine day 
soul experience that stirred him to the 
very depths, the Rev. William II. 
Bgj - 
cock , pastor of the First Reformtnl 
church at Bayonne, N. J.. has ask t^l 
his congregation to stand by him. lie 
says he w ants to preach the whole 
truth. 
He believes that the present day 
church Is dying, chok ed to death by 
old forms and church systems, says 
the New York Times. He believes that 
Christianity, real Christianity, is being 
born again. The church of tomorrow, 
the real cbffrch, will be founded not 
upon a book , but upon a personality. 
Dr. Boocock , a graduate of Rutgers 
college, pastor of his present charge 
for eight years and a minister for 
twenty years, say# that he will not let 
himself think of the consequences in 
a material way of his words and ac­ 
tions. 
Regardless of ail forms, sys­ 
tems and previous beliefs, he purposes 
to tell from now on w hat he I relieves 
to be the truth. If he loses his pas­ 
torate-w ell, then, he’ll just have to. * 
Members 
of 
Mr. 
Boocock ’a 
flock 
hadn’t sufficiently recovered the other 
day from the shock of the remark able 
sermon he delivered on a recent Sun 
day morning to mak e any public com­ 
ment upon It. Some of them. It was 
said, were prepared to stand solidly 
with their pastor, while others wore 
Inclined to tak e sides against him for 
bis so called radicalism. 
“At different times I have felt as If 
I had better resign from the minis­ 
try,” he said. 
“But after my experi­ 
ence I k new that I m ust go^on iu a 
ministry of truth telling, of endeavor­ 
ing to get into men the spirit of Christ. 
If I can’t do that In my own church, 
then maybe I shall have to do it in an 
independent church. But I must tell It. 
If I had k nown twenty years ago what 
I now k now about the ministry, I 
should never have entered it, but I did 
put my head in the noose, and now 1 
will fight for freedom. 
I shall win it.” 
In his sermon Mr. Boocock referred 
to the Virgin birth. lie said that schol­ 
ars are now thrashing out that ques­ 
tion, but that it wouldn’t mak e a great 
deal of difference if it was finally ac­ 
cepted that there could have been no 
such thing, for the real Christianity is 
founded upon the personality of Christ 
- w ha t lie said and did. 
Frequently of late Mr. Boocock has 
« aid that the living church is not 
founded upon a book . 
He has left the 
impression that the Bible is by no 
means the solid truth from “cover to 
cover.” 
“Dante! in the lions’ den, the opening 
up of the Red sea before the fleeing 
Israelites* 
and 
nil 
these 
impossible 
things are m ere flubdub,” said Mr. Boo- 
coek . “and expressed iu very exagger­ 
ated and figurative language at that. 
“Tire prophets of the old time sought 
the l*» st menus of conveying to the 
minds of the sort of people then living 
the religious sp irit 
But the things 
that Were vehicles of those days can­ 
not be vehicles of today, for we are 
a different people. The prophets could 
mak e the olden people believe those 
things. 
W e can’t mak e the young 
men of today believe them, and it Is 
stultifying to k eep on trying to do i t 
“And 
during the days of the ref 


ormation many of the dogmas of Prot­ 
esta uttem were made by men for the 
needs of the men then living. 
The 
present church system is a heritage 
from a past age. 
In its beginning It 
was necessitated by the outw ard and 
inner conditio as of the time; In Its m a­ 
turity it rendered a noble service, but 
in its old ago it is becoming an intol­ 
erable burden. 
It is full of dead spots, 
and tmlens the signs are misread it Is 
clearly dying. But that does not mean 
that Christianity is dying. On the con­ 
trary, it Is being born again with a 
new and more vigorous life. 
“The spirit of man, growing more 
k indly, more truth loving, more pur­ 
poseful, is struggling for a freer and 
more effective expression, and it is 
hindered by the existing church sys­ 
tem an J by the sturdy, though some­ 
times unenlightened, defenders ot it, 
who sevm to regard it as of the abid­ 
ing essence of Christianity itself. Ten­ 
nyson’s words are not without point in 
J this connection: 
“ Our little system s have 
their day— 
They h*ve 
their ck *y a nd cease to be. 
T hey a re but brok en lights to thee. 
And thuu, O Lo rd, are mo re tha n they . 
“If any church representing Chris­ 
tianity is to live, it must touch the life 
1 of the people at nil points. Let’s away 
with the thought that the pastor is to 
talk about nothirg save the divinity of 
Christ, the infallibility of the Bible, 
and so on. 
“If there is in any town any public 
m atter of importance to the whole peo­ 
ple living there, let the pastors of tho 
churches, the deacons, elders and tho 
congregation get out and work for i t 
Let the pastor talk about it in his pul­ 
pit. 
A universal 'fraternal spirit will 
be the living spirit of the church of to­ 
morrow'. 
“From time out of mind churches 
have maintained p rate r meetings and 
young people’s meetings of all sorts. 
I have told my congregation that if 
; they are to continue having prayer 
j meetings they m ust attend them. 
It 
is foolishly 
wasteful to have these 
things which the congregation show 
by their actions they don’t care for.”

THINKS WE LIVE TOO HIGH. 


Boston 
W o m an 
S a y s L u x u ry 
Is tho 
E v il of the Age. 
It is wages versus large ideas and 
not the increased cost of provisions 
that mak e the average householder 
find it difficult to mak e both ends 
meet today, Mrs. Ellen II. Richards of 
Boston recently said in a lecture upon 
the “Cost of Living and How to Con­ 
trol It” at the Teachers’ college iu 
New York . 
She told of a man whoso 
wife learned to talk about his salary 
instead of his wages. 
“When we bad 
wages,” she said, “there was no dif­ 
ficulty In living within them, but with 
a salary we spent everything.” 
‘Teople spend more money than they 
used to,” said Mrs. Richards, “and 
one reason is that we have more useful 
things, lik e the bathroom, and It Is 
well to be sanitary. They say the cost 
of living within the past thirty years 
has increased 49 or 50 per cent,, but I 
contend tlmt it is not so. 
It is our 
idea of living that has increased. 
“There has been a great change in 
w hat we women think we ueed, in the 
price of hats and gloves and gowns. 
Our 
grandm others—women 
of 
com­ 
fortable means- felt that they were do­ 
ing well when they had three gowns, 
and a little farther back the men might 
have had one fine suit of clothes, hut 
they did not think it was ueeessary to 
have one for the morning, one for the 
afternoon and one for the evening. 
“If you divide your income so that 
fo o d will cost one-fourth, rent anoth­ 
er and operating e xp ose s one-fourth 
m<» re, there will l*e left one-fourth for 
the ‘region of choice.’ 
There Is noth­ 
ing that mak es one feel so poverty 
strick en as not to l>e able to do some­ 
thing that we really wish. 
With mon­ 
ey for the region of choice, we get 
what we most wish—it may be book s, 
travel or even handsome gowns—but 
something that we really desire. 
If a 
family lives up to its entire income, 
there is nothing to draw upon in case 
of need, though I class physicians, 
medicines, 
dentists 
and 
travel 
for 
health as fines that we have to pay for 
neglect of nature’s laws. 
“The average family having an in­ 
come of $2,000 or $3,000, unless there 
is an arrangem ent to save something 
for the future or something very much 
wanted, spends it all. 
The woman's 
largest expenses are usually sundries. 
Men have temptations to spend, but 
not as the women do, with the mark et, 
the bargain counter and the house for 
which to provide, though most houses 
have three times too much in them. 
W omen are not alw ays wise spend­ 
ers.”

Washington, Feb. 14.—General de­ 
bate on the legislative appropriation 
bill was brought to a close in the 
house of representatives yesterday af­ 
ter a session full of interest and enter­ 
tainment. 
Several 
speeches 
were 
made on the issues of the day, the 
most notable by Champ Clark of Mis­ 
souri, who commanded the attention 
of the house for an hour and a half. 
Upon- the conclusion of his remarks 
he was accorded an ovation by Demo­ 
crats 
and 
Republicans 
alike. 
Mr. 
Clark arraigned the Republicans for 
their attitude on the tariff question, 
and said that the announcement that 
there would be revision of the tariff 
r*# er the election was simply “ in prep­ 
aration of another stupendous confi­ 
dence game on the people.” 
He dis­ 
cussed the president’s message and 
sani that whatever his virtues or his 
iuuits, the president was not a Demo­ 
crat. 
That the fight of the administration 
against the Standard Oil company was 
“ only a bluff” was asserted by Mr. 
Rainey of Illinois, who spoke at length 
on his bill placing on the free list pe­ 
troleum, crude or refined, or its pro­ 
ducts. 
He did not think it wa3 pos­ 
sible, he said, to make a presidential 
campaign “ on the strength of a $29,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 fine and some messages de­ 
nouncing the Standard Oil company.” 
He had not heard of the fine being 
paid, and he said “ its collection, like 
the revision of the tariff, has been 
postponed until after the election.” 
The effective method of limiting the 
power of the Standard Oil company, 
Mr. Rainey argued, w*as to remove the 
tariff of 15 cents a gallon on petrole­ 
um. 
“ Do that,” he said, “ and admit 
Russian oil free of duty, and you will 
have struck a blow at the Standard 
Oil organization.” 
The Standard Oil company, he said, 
at the time when it was threatened 
with competition in the United States 
by Russian oil, had applied to the Re­ 
publican 
party 
for 
assistance 
and 
“ that party, true to its traditions, took 
it in its arms and folded it to its 
bosom.” As long as the present sched­ 
ule on oil remained, Mr. Rainey assert­ 
ed, it could afford to pay the $29,000,* 
000 fine. 
Mr Rainey asked the 
Re­ 
p u blican s to be consistent In their 
fight against Standard Oil by passing 
his bill and by “ curtailing the tremen­ 
dous power of this conscienceless cor­ 
poration.” 
Mr. Rainey h eld u p th e Rep u blican s 
to ridicu le fo r n o t h av in g , as h e said, 
th e tem erity to an n o u n ce th eir can di­ 
date fo r president. 
He said th ey did 
n o t have th e co u rag e to declare fo r 
Sp eak er Can n o n , “becau se th at mean s 
th e end o f th e Wh ite Ho u se din n ers 
th is win ter fo r all of y o u . You h av e 
not th e co u rag e to say y o u 
are n o t fo r 
T^ft, 
becau se 
th at mig h t 
in terfere 
with y o u r co mmittee assig n m en ts.” 
Mr. Rainey asserted there w'as but 
one man in the 
Republican party 
spoken of as a candidate who really 
represented anything, “ and he repre­ 
sents money and the niggers,” and 
that was Senator Foraker, 
“ There would not be much of a Re­ 
publican party in this country,” he 
charged, “ if it was not for the con­ 
tributions from the trusts and for the 
negro vote.” 
He spoke of the part 
played by negroes in Republicans pol­ 
itics and 
provoked 
Democratic ap­ 
plause when he declared, addressing 
the Republicans: 
“ You have got to take care of the 
negro vote, and you cannot do it when 
you turn down Foraker.” 
The president, he said, is “ drying 
up” Republican resources of income in 
his prosecution of trusts. 
Democratic 
applause and laughter was provoked 
when Mr. Rainey said that the Repub­ 
lican party “ without money and with­ 
out niggers” would be a pitiable spec­ 
tacle. 
The Democratic party, he de­ 
clared, was the “ white man’s party in 
the North as well as In the South,” 
and he did not care how' long it re­ 
mained so. 
The senate discussed the law gov­ 
erning the reserves of national banks. 
The criminal code bill was also a sub­ 
ject for discussion during a couple of 
hours. Senator Clay and others secur­ 
ing the substitution of the old law in­ 
stead of the proposed revised sections 
which will successfully prevent intox ­ 
icating liquors being sont through the 
mails to “ dry” states or counties.
